Register Editorials 
School Progress 
Needs Foresight 


The Register urges voters in Lake Park High 
School Dist. 108 to vote “Yes” tomorrow to approve 
purchase of sites for two future high schools. 
The schools are not needed now, and voters will 
not be asked to pay for them before they become 
necessary. 
But the board of education has wisely 
chosen reserve land for these buildings while it is still 
available, and while land costs are still relatively 
reasonable. 
The site purchase referendum has been de­ 
feated twice, in 1962 and in 1965. If it is defeated 
again, it will force the district board to make one of 
two decisions; to seek the land again at a future 
date at a cost far in excess of its present value—if 
suitable sites are still available—or to resign itself 
to building additions to the present school, develop­ 
ing a one-campus district for 6,000 pupils. 
Both alternatives are undesirable, and voters would 
be shortsighted in again failing to support this refer­ 
endum. 
Changes in land value can be clearly documented. 
In 1962 voters turned down a $300,000 bond issue to 
reserve the needed sites; in 1965 the measure would 
have cost $400,000; tomorrow’s referendum will be for 
$600,000. One parcel of land has appreciated $100,000 
in value since 1965; the owner of this parcel has been 
quoted by school and village officials as admitting he 
spent several thousand dollars in advertising to defeat 
the measure. He has never refuted these charges. 
Disadvantages of the second alternative cannot be 
brushed aside, either. 
In addition to a myriad of 
problems associated with running what the Arthur D. 
Little consultant firm accurately calls a “monster” 
campus, and eliminating extra-curricular and athletic 
activities because of lack of space, a multi-story struc­ 
ture on the present site would cost more to build than 
two new facilities. 
Cost of busing pupils to one site will put an in­ 
creasing financial strain on the district. 
We do not feel opposition to the referendum has 
been based on a fair and rational appraisal of all 
available information. We hope voters will ignore short­ 
sighted, emotional appeals and take a good, clear look 
at future needs of the district. 
Dist. 108 is at the crossroads. We hope voters will 
choose to keep it moving in the direction of progress.

Village Meets Most 
Delivery Regulations 


When will Bloomingdale have 
mail delivery? 
This question was the subject 
of a comprehensive report by 
Village T r u s t e e Richard A. 
Johnson at Wednesday night’s 
regular meeting of the Bloom­ 
ingdale Village Board. 
Johnson said that according to 
the latest version of the United 
States Post Office regulations, 
there are eight conditions that 
must be met before a village is 
entitled to mail service. 
Bloomingdale residents now 
must call at the post office in 
'rder to receive their mail. 
The conditions for mail de­ 
livery are as follows: 
—“THE PRESENT post office 
must gross over $10,000.” The 
village meets this requirement, 
since the Bloomingdale Post Of­ 
fice grosses more than $20,000 
annually. 
—“The village must have 2,500 
residents or more.” the last cen­ 
sus showed a population of 2,278. 


Village Pres. Stanley Haver­ 
kampf suggested that the village 
hold a census this fall when the 
majority of the year’s building 
has ended. He said he expects 
Bloomingdale to top the 2,500 
mark by then. 
—“Fifty per cent of the sub­ 
divided property in the village 
must be built upon.” There was 
no agreement among the trus­ 
tees on whether the village met 
this requirement. 
—“The village must have im­ 
proved streets and sidewalks.” 
Trustees said this is true with 
the exception of the Lakewood 
and Indian Lakes developments. 
Johnson suggested that it might 
be possible to get door-to-door 
service for those parts of the 
village that have sidewalks, and 
rural service—mailboxes by the 
road—for those parts of Bloom­ 
ingdale that do not have them. 
“All streets must be mark­ 
ed.” Johnson and others agreed 
the village meets this require­ 


ment. 
—“The houses must be clear­ 
ly numbered.” It was concluded 
that not all homes are num­ 
bered at present, but that this 
is something that could be cor­ 
rected easily. 
- “LOTS MUST BE no wider 
than 80 feet.” This could present 
problems for door-to-door serv­ 
ice in some parts of Blooming­ 
dale, but since these homes are 
also the ones without sidewalks, 
they might be served by a rur­ 
al delivery service. 
—“Homes cannot be set back 
from the road more than 40 
feet.” The feeling of the village 
board was that this requirement 
is met in Bloomingdale. 
The conclusions of the board 
were that if a census showed 
that Bloomingdale is over the 
2.500 mark in population, the 
board would definitely look into 
the possibility of getting door- 
to-door mail delivery service 
for those that do not.

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Juvenile Home Struggle Isn’t Won 


by PAT HENSEL 
The struggle to obtain a ju­ 
venile detention home for Du 
Page County is far from won. 
This was made clear in an all 
day seminar Tuesday, 
spon­ 
sored by the DuPage County Ju­ 
venile Officers’ Assn. and at­ 
tended as well by police chiefs, 
probation officers, Circuit Court 
judges and magistrates. 
They were told that the Du­ 
Page County Board’s courts and 
education committee has been 
advised that no detention home 
is needed. 
Guest speaker Mrs. Robert 
Mahnke, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, was treated with con 
straint and courtesy, but ju­ 
venile officers and their chiefs 
were angry. 
MRS. MAHNKE was chal­ 
lenged to explain why an out­ 
side consultant should carry 
more weight with her commit­ 
tee than the combined forces of 
local policemen, judges and pro­ 
bation officers. 
She appeared surprised that 
her announcement was met with 
so many objections and ques­ 
tions. 
Judges in attendance went to 
bat for the policemen, led by 
Juvenile Court Judge Gordon 
Moffett. 
As the next speaker on the 
agenda, he said: 
“I know . . . there were some 
things (the outside firm) did 
not take into consideration.” 
He noted that DuPage is the 
second largest county in the 
state, adjacent to Cook County 
where juvenile problems loom 
large, and in a position now to 
anticipate with certainty that 
“DuPage must plan for in­ 
creased juvenile problems. 
“I THINK THE local police 
have done a wonderful job in 
station adjustments, but that 
doesn’t mean we don’t need de­ 
tention facilities for juveniles 
awaiting court disposition.” 
After 
the 
meeting 
Circuit 
Court Judge William Atten said 
statistics used by the outside 
consultant did not show the 
phenomenal amount of work ju­ 
venile officers do through sta­ 
tion adjustments. 
“But we still have juveniles 
who should be detained, and, 
even if it’s only three or four 
a day, we need detention facil­ 
ities.” 
Earlier, Atten had addressed 
the group, remarking as an 
opener in his speech that, “We 
have the greatest juvenile of­ 
ficers’ association in the na­ 
tion.” 
It was commonly thought last 
December 
when 
the 
county 
board 
budgeted 
$50,000 
for 
“planning” for a detention home 
that the facility was close to 
reality. 
BUT THE REGISTER report­ 
ed exclusively then that the 
$50,000 was to be used only for 
a study to determine whether a 
detention home was needed. 
Mrs. Mahnke confirmed this 
Tuesday, when asked how the 
money would be spent. 


She said members of her 
committee, all members of the 
DuPage County Board of Su­ 
pervisors, planned to do re­ 
search on the subject and make 
trips to existing detention fa­ 
cilities in other areas. 
One 
juvenile 
officer 
then 
jumped to his feet to demand: 
“Will other points of view be 
sought?” 
He referred to the one point 
of view on which the committee 
had rested its decision — that 
of Robert Cassidy, area director 
for the National Council on 
Crime and Deliquency. 
The question opened up a 
polite free-for-all in which Ray 
Klein, probation officer, out­ 
lined the history of surveys tak­ 
en in DuPage County by county 
police and probation officers. 


HE SAID the most recent, in 
1965, was an extensive survey 
conducted by the probation de­ 
partment and participated in by 
all police departments. 
“It proved conclusively that 
juvenile officers need a deten­ 
tion facility.” He stressed the 
word “need.” 
He said the conclusion was 
made 
known to the county 
board. 
At the same time, both the ju­ 
venile officers’ association and 
the DuPage County Chiefs (rf 
Police Assn. went on record 
with resolutions endorsing the 
construction of detention facil­ 
ity. 
They were backed in these 
resolutions by the judges. 
All these actions were con­ 
veyed to the county board. 


Klein added that another sur 
vey in 1961 had similar find 
ings, but methods in taking the 
survey were attacked and the 
1965 survey was taken. 
RICHARD DORIA, detective 
working in the juvenile division 
of the sheriff’s office, ended a 
prolonged discussion by Mrs 
Mahnke on statistics showing 
that not many juveniles woulc 
need to be detained at any one 
time under current court pro­ 
cedures.

A pie-shaped piece of land 
lying north of tile Milwaukee 
Road Ry. right - of - way and 
south of Bretman Avenue was 
the object of attention last Fri­ 
day night for about 30 Bensen­ 
ville residents.

She said a detention home 
would provide the temporary 
care of children in restricted 
facilities pending court disposi­ 
tion.

DuPage and Will County Democrats probably will not be 
able to get together on who to slate for Congressional candidate 
representing the 14th District, covering DuPage County and 
three townships in Will County. 
It was learned exclusively from DuPage Demo Chairman 
Joseph Tumpaeh Thursday that he will call a “ desperation 
meeting” of DuPage slatemakers, probably next Tuesday, to 
either to alienate or kick out their egghead contenders. 
County.” 
If DuPage Demos do what Tumpaeh thinks they’ll do, the 
county will make history this political year by slating an 
egghead. 
So far, state central committee members have managed 
either to ailenate or kick out their egghead contenders. 
The local candidate is Dr. Marc Karson. professor of political 
science at North Central College, Naperville. 
Chairman of his campaign committee is a Negro. Truman 
Kirkpatrick of Lombard. 
Karson says: 
“ There are thousands of citizens in the Congressional District 
who are most unhappy, and fearful, at the continued escalation 
of the Vietnamese war with its consequence of more American 
casualties, increased taxes, inflation and less emphasis on serious 
domestic problems. 
“ The citizens, working within the framework of the demo­ 
cratic process, should have a candidate who will reflect their 
views in the halls of Congress.” 
Karson teaches courses in American government, political 
parties and pressure groups, contemporary political issues and 
American foreign policy. 
Tumpaeh says the three townships in Will County outpolled 
all of DuPage in the last Congressional primary, but DuPage 
took the lead in the general election. 
The Will County candidate, Robert Skopac is in the real 
estate and insurance business, and is an elected township 
official in Joliet. 
His attack is against the Republicans in general—not just 
those who ignore “ serious domestic problems.” 
He says, “ We all know that whenever one segment of a 
group dominates its single most important office for so long a 
time, the leadership of the people in the district tends to be 
monopolized. 
“ Wrhen this occurs, true constituent responsiveness is serious­ 
ly hampered.

needs of those who apply. 
The M ar ian Visiting Project 
in San Francisco concentrates 
on consolation for the ill and 
bedridden. Its visitors usually 
work in pairs, one youthful 
and the other older, so that 
they can communicate with 
different generations. Which 
means that senior citizens are 
definitely an asset to the 
organization. 
I’ve just mentioned a few 
groups and a few projects. But 
they’re enough to give you an 
idea of what the churches are 
doing to aid the people in their 
localities. I think you’ll agree 
it’s an exciting and worth­ 
while development in rehgion. 
If your church doesn’t have a 
social service group, maybe 
it’s about time you suggested 
one. Could be that a lot of the 
townfolk would jump at the 
opportunity to join up. 
After all, the church is com­ 
mitted to performing good 
works, and it’s in a strategic 
position to act effectively be­ 
cause it already functions as a 
center of community life. Your 
castor may be the best quaH- 
led man in towm to direct 
a social service program.

The 
Way We See It 
Negativism Is 
Growing Threat 


A recent Paddock Publications 
survey indicates northwest subur­ 
ban voters have grown increasing­ 
ly negative in their response to 
tax referendums in recent months. 
The survey revealed 60 per cent 
of the 42 referendums held from 
January 1967 through February 
1968 failed, regardless of whether 
the issue was for schools or other­ 
wise. During the first six weeks 
of this year, only one referendum 
in seven was approved, a turn­ 
down rate of 85 per cent. 
Nationally the referendum pic­ 
ture was quite different. 
Last 
year, school district referendums 
were approved by an overwhelm­ 
ing 65.5 per cent. In Illinois, the 
approval rate was 63.5 per cent. 
Some 
measures, 
of 
course, 
were defeated on their merits. 
But the evidence suggests most 
were defeated by a silent vote 
that offered no alternatives to the 
programs proposed by the taxing 
district. 


Districts still able to win voter 
acceptance 
on 
the 
first 
try, 
though they exist, are relatively 
small in number. 
In an area which has earned 
a reputation over the years for 
civic 
progress 
in 
the 
face 
of unprecedented growth, 
the 
present negativism causes us 
grave concern because it could 
damage that valuable reputa­ 
tion and reduce the quality of 
community services. This trend 
has been a cause for concern 
among officials; it is a problem 
which must be brought to the 
attention of voters and prop­ 
erty owners. 
Pressured by inflation, higher 
state and federal taxes, many 
voters are reacting in the only 
area 
where 
they can 
directly 
control taxes—the local referen­ 
dum. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
the public continues to demand 
first-rate local government serv­ 
ice. 
There is, first, a responsibility 
on the part of the public to recog­ 
nize this paradox. 
Voters have 
recognized as a weak argument 
that property values might fall 
if an individual referendum is 
defeated. 
But quality of schools 
and government is a major factor 
in attracting newcomers to the 
northwest suburbs, forcing prop­ 
erty values upward. A sustained 
assault on the quality of local 


government by voters could, in­ 
deed, affect property values. 


There is also a responsibility 
on the part of public officials*to 
recognize the new mood of voters 
and adjust their thinking accord­ 
ingly. 
The days are long past when 
officials can rely on an ad hoc 
citizens committee appointed a 
few weeks before a referendum 
to drum up enough support to 
overcome the traditional 
“No” 
vote. 
Nor can they expect the 
press to carry out a sales cam­ 
paign for them. 


Obviously a favorable press 
and citizenry are essential. But 
increasing support today is a 
complex problem requiring a 
fuller response. What is needed 
to turn back voter negativism 
is a community relations pro­ 
gram which is comprehensive in 
its scope and sophisticated in 
its approach. 


Community groups—the neigh­ 
borhood 
associations 
and 
civic 
organizations—should be brought 
into positive involvement in the 
destiny 
of the taxing district. 
They 
should 
help 
find 
and 
select candidates for local office, 
and 
s h o u l d 
insist 
l o c a l 
board members receive guidance 
in approaching their new respon­ 
sibility. 
They 
should regularly 
supply information to the district 
and 
influence 
molding 
of 
its 
policies. 
Community 
relations 
go be­ 
yond civic associations to reach 
individuals and institutions. They 
are based on “good neighbor” 
attitudes, in which neighbors of 
parks, for example, are proud of 
the manner in which they are 
maintained, or business “neigh­ 
bors” of a library are impressed 
by its service to them. 


Community relations also in­ 
volve good press relations in 
which the independent role of 
the press is respected. And, in 
a more general sense, they in­ 
volve good public relations in 
which the public is justified in 
feeling that the taxing district’s 
business is conducted in public 
and not at informal coffees. 
The final goal of such enlight­ 
ened policies must be that the 
community believes in the pro­ 
gram of the district, identifies its 
value to them and is willing to 
go to the polls to support it.

“All the boobs are on my slate,” 
said one prominent suburban Democrat. 
Said another of equal stature, “We’ve 
had it. We gave it away.” 


Said a saavy Republican whose name 
would be familiar to most party circles 
in the state, “They gave it to us.” 
Said a long-time Democratic voter: 
“I’m going straight Republican this 
year.” 


Why all the excitement? Isn’t this 
year’s slate-making 
just politics 
as 
usual? 


The reaction is that this isn’t politics 
as usual but at its worst. 
Whether 
that feeling can be justified is unim­ 
portant if it exists. 


Cliffs Edge 


THE DEMOCRATIC slate has good 
men on it. 
They’re not all running 
for the offices they want or are suited 
for, and they’re not necessarily the 
strongest party choices. 


.On the other hand, you can be sure 
the Republicans jousting one another 
are fighting for positions they want; 
the primary will single out the strong­ 
est, or at least the most representative, 
Republican choices. 


Sample problems cited: 
One Dem­ 
ocrat said governor candidate Samuel 
H. Shapiro is a “very nice man, but 
he just doesn’t get it across.” Another 
pointed out that while Shapiro held 
the lieutenant governorship for seven 
years most voters don’t know who he 
is or what he stands for—something 
difficult to understand in the circum­ 
stances. 


Most popular among those slated, per­ 
haps the most uniformly well regarded, 
is Atty. Gen. William G. Clark. Clark 
wanted to be governor; that was obvi­ 
ous. But being a good party man he 
applied for restating as attorney general 
“or 
any other position” 
the 
party 
wanted him for. 


THE PARTY wanted him to run 
for Sacrificial Lamb, so they stated 
him against Sen. Everett Dirksen, con­ 
sidered unbeatable. The party will owe 
Mr. Clark something for this. 


The man with the best name, Adlai 
III, wanted to be governor, too. 
He 
has a good, strong following. He got 
nothing. He hasn’t kow-towed to party 
chieftains, at least so it’s discernible 
publicly. 


For attorney general, the Democrats 
tapped Francis S. Lorenz who as far 


as most voters are concerned did a 
competent job as state director of public 
works. 
For Cook County state’s attorney 
they booted out John Stamos who has 
been holding that job with a certain de­ 
gree of competence, even independence, 
and stated an Irish-American to run 
against the GOP’s Irish-American can­ 
didate. 


Stamos, you see, has Greek ancestry, 
and Democrats are less afraid of antag­ 
onizing Greeks than Irishmen. 


I KNOW A few American-Americans 
who will be repelled by that method 
of judging a man. 


Perhaps the Democratic party needs 
a little more faith in the process of 
democracy.

Each checked 
out in the local phone book. 
The letter called for 20 copies to 
be mailed within the 96-hour deadline, 
but didn’t specify to whom. 


That was when this delicious sadistic 
urge washed over me. Why not forward 
a copy—20 in all, of course—to police 
and postal authorities? 


I checked the paper’s mailing lists 
of municipal officials for names and 
addresses of police chiefs and post­ 
masters in Paddock Publications’ circu­ 
lation area, which extends from Mount 
Prospect on the east to Streamwood- 
Hanover 
Park-Bartlett, 
just east 
of 
Elgin, on the west and includes north 
DuPage County. 


I ASKED EACH of them to check 
into the legality of such a letter. 
Responses were prompt. I received 
replies from more than half of them 
within a week. 
Most of the postmasters agreed to 
forward the letter to the Chicago Postal 
Inspector’s office to determine whether 
it constituted a misuse of the mails. 


Police Chief Harry P. Jenkins of 
Elk Grove Village gave his interpreta­ 
tion of the legality question: 


“THE TYPE OF chain letters that 
are illegal are those which provide for 
money, or something of value . . . sent 
to other people already on the list,” 
Jenkins wrote. 
“As far as I know, there is nothing 
illegal about “Think a Prayer” which 
was sent to you for good luck. 
“Although such a letter could be 
construed as an invasion of privacy, 
it is, to me, not nearly as offensive 
as 95 per cent of the ‘junk mail’ deliver­ 
ed to homes each day.” 
Jenkins didn’t go on to define “junk 
mail.” 
Other respondents, while echoing in 
unison, “I’m not an attorney, but . . . ” 
brought out the “letter-didn’t-solicit-any- 
money” aspect. 
And, if Jenkins’ response is typical, 
the invasion-of-privacy and misuse-of- 
mails 
charges 
wouldn’t 
hold 
water 
either. 


WHAT, THEN, CAN be done to pre­ 
vent this kind of idiocy from reaching 
the mails? 
Where’s the legal loophole? 
Or, is it simply the work of some 
overzealous psychology graduate stu­ 
dent trying to determine the effects 
of superstition? 


War Drain Grows More Wearying

It’s constantly there, but one doesn’t 
hear - it unless he particularly wants 
to, or unless there is some marked 
change in the sound.

One of those “sounds” this week 
lured my attention. 
The sound was conveyed by an arti­ 
cle in Business Week magazine. 
It 
was a brief article, pointing to the 
impact the recently extended draft taw 
will have on the nation’s industry and 
its universities’ graduate schools, two 
of the vital organs of a nation that 
would have greater ambitions than that 
of being forever a gladiator in the 
world’s coliseums. 
ONE FLORIDA company quoted in 
this article predicted, “This thing could 
practically put us out of business.” 
Lockheed Aircraft reported that some 
800 of its 90,000 employes were affected 
and “three-fourths of them are engaged 
in work critical enough to cause con­ 
cern.” 
There was an even greater note of 
pessimism among the colleges where 
it is expected that 100,000 to 150,000 
of those 226,000 graduating or finishing 
their first year <tf graduate work this 
June will be drafted. 
All of this alarm does not mean 
that the men who have gone so far 
were expendable and only now is it 
time to get concerned because now 
we’re taking more prospective scientists 


and doctors and teachers. 
As far as most are concerned, I’m 
sure, there hasn’t been one man who 
raised his hand and vowed defense of 
his country who was expendable. 
But I do find it a bit frightening 
that a nation will send something that 
amounts to a lot more than a given 
number of its young men down a long 
trail that appears to have no end. 


SUCH A DRAIN could sap any nation 
of its technical vitality, of its productive 
momentum, of its intellectual vigor. 


With my attention once more dwell­ 
ing upon the Viet Nam war, I am 
more convinced than ever that there 
must be an end to it. And that that 
end must be soon and conclusive, wheth­ 
er it comes with total military victory 
in Saigon, Haiphong and points north, 
or whether it comes through our playing 
our hand for all its worth at the nego­ 
tiating table. 


There is little joy in victory, no 
matter how it’s attained, if there is 
no strength left to celebrate it.

terviewees who had been pre­ 
sented to all the delegates. It 
was then decided to change

WHEN THEY GO to chronicle the 1967-68 Tri-County basket­ 
ball season, they’ll find a disturbing haze dimming the picture. 
For diminishing the lustre of the drama, excitement, and 
furious action of the tightest, toughest race in Tri-County 
memory is the shadowy specter of sub-par officiating. 
In a year of breath-taking action, officiating has been bad 
or ridiculous. 
An old adage of sportsdom says that the best officials 
are the ones you don’t notice. And there have been precious 
few unobtrusive whistle-men in Tri-County action this year, 
In fact, they have so stolen the spotlight that one outraged 
coach told me: 
“ I’m not a coach anymore—just a director of 
player personnel. The officials dictate what kind of game it will 
be—there’s not much planning or maneuvering or thinking for 
me to do. I just pick the players to put on the court and the 
officials determine how the game will be played.” 
And this caustic comment was not an isolated outburst, but 
a typical reaction of coaches around the league. 
Listen to other cage mentors: 
“Officials overlook a lot of traveling violations. A kid doesn’t 
like the spot he’s standing in, he just moves over a step to shoot. 
V 
“There’s a particular tendency in this league for officials to 
watch the ball too much. Both men keep their eyes glued to the 
ball—a kid can get knocked into the bleachers 20 feet away and 
nobody sees it.” 


“The quality of officiating has been very, very poor. I 
make a notation about the officials after every game and 
— 
they range from ‘Bad’ to ‘Worst Ever.’ ” 
While such vituperation crept into most discussions, vitriol 
did not erode a rational, calm evaluation of the reasons behind 
the inept officiating. 
Each of the coaches I talked to pointed out that because of 
the failure of the previous assignment chairman to contract 
officials well in advance, the better, more experienced officials 
could not be obtained. Hopefully, this situation will be remedied 
next season. 
But without exception, the coaches attacked officials for 
inconsistency and poor floor position.

“You have to have fellows who love the game and want to 
see it grow. In past years I think we had them, and I don’t 
think it’s too idealistic or altruistic to hope we get more of that 
kind.” 
When all the argument and debate as to the how and why of 
less than high caliber officiating has been exhausted, the answer 
could most likely be traced to the roots of the problem and not 
to the outgrowth. 
When we dig into the situation, we find an incredible weak­ 
ness in the most important and fundamental process—certifica­ 
tion of officials. 
To qualify as a basketball official, you need only take a test 
at home and get four references. 
Said a disgruntled coach, “ If you can read and write, 
you’re assured a license. I think the last guy who flunked 
was in 1849 and the only reason he flunked was because 
they didn’t make the test in braille.” 
Such is the state of prep basketball that coaches are often 
more concerned with the officials than with the opposition. 
“You have to know how the officials are going to call a 
game. I always tell my kids before a game what style of play 
this particular official calls—so they know what they’ll probably 
be able to get away with and what they’ll have to be particularly 
careful of. If your boys can’t adjust to the officiating, they’re 
really in trouble.” 
Basketball officiating is a tough job requiring a lot of hard 
work and dedication. I have never had the urge to trade my 
comfortable position in the stands for that of the man with the 
whistle who must endure every conceivable abuse and depreca­ 
tion. 
But if he hasn’t the temperament or the heart for the job, he 
shouldn’t be out there. 
If he is ignorant of the rules, he shouldn’t be out there. 
And if he cannot control a game so that he is not the most 
noticeable figure on the court, he shouldn’t be out there. 
An official is deserving of the deepest respect—when and if 
he earns it.

IN THE northwest suburban

tive Germany, she preferred 
cooking to the usual playing 
with dolls, she recalled. At age 
8 she cooked her first souffle, 
and she knew then that this 
was her “thing.” 
Mama Huste, a furrier, was 
difficult to convince, but she 
consented when Annemarie de­ 
cided at the tender age of 16 
that she wanted to be a gour­ 
met chef, the very best. So the 
young fraulein traveled around 
Europe by herself, v i s i t i n g 
what she considered the best 
eating places and l e a r n i n g 
from them —but always adding 
her own touches to the various 
dishes. 
IN 1960 SHE hired herself 
out as a “domestic”—the only 
way she could get into the 
United States—and worked for 
a short time in a private home. 
Then she obtained a sim ilar 
position with a Greek family, 
but the job offered no chal­ 
lenge, she said. 
By this time she had met 
Miss Lancaster 
and 
Schiffe, 
who took a parent-like interest 
in the young German girl and 
impressed by her abilities, en­ 
couraged her to try for bigger 
things. 
Unaware of Billy Rose’s emi­ 
nence 
in 
the 
entertainm ent 
world, Annemarie decided to 
apply for a position as his 
gourmet chef. When Miss Lan­ 
caster learned of Annemarie's 
intentions, she explained that 
Billy Rose 
was 
no ordinary 
employer. 
SO ANNEMARIE read up on 
the showman and determined 
to use a few feminine tricks 
herself. For the interview she 
deliberately made 
h e r s e l f 
attractive, not a particularly 
difficult 
assignment for this 
personable young woman. 
Rose was shocked by her 
youth and told her she was too 
young for the job. Undaunted, 
Annemarie replied, “Give me a 
chance.” Billy did, and she 
remained with him until his 
death IO months later. 
Anne­ 


marie recalled that he particu­ 
larly appreciated the special 
flourishes she used when he 
entertained. 
It’s now just two years ago 
that she came into Jacqueline 
Kennedy’s employ, and in that 
time Annemarie has prepared 
and served meals to many fa­ 
mous persons, she said, includ­ 
ing kings. But she puts the 
same “ love” into the meals she 
fixes for the Kennedy family 
that she does for their guests. 
A N N E M A R I E plans the 
menus but checks them with 
Mrs. Kennedy for her approval, 
and she does all the shopping, 
except for meat. 
“ I know the butcher will send 
only good m eat, but I prefer to 
pick out the vegetables and 
such myself,” she declared. 
Because the young chef lives 
just around the corner f r o m 
the Kennedys, she can take off 
at mid-morning and again dur­ 
ing the afternoon to tend to 
personal responsibilities. H e r 
week winds up on Friday when 
the family usually goes away 
for the weekend. 
For Annemarie cooking is 
fun—not work. She looks for­ 
ward to having her own tele­ 
vision show so she may dispel 
the notion that gourmet cook­ 
ing is a profession only for the 
middle-aged. Two such shows 
are in the offing. 
SHE SPENDS about t h r e e 
days 
preparing for guests— 
whether Mrs. Kennedy’s or her 
own. And it’s not just the food, 
but the table setting and the 
serving of the m eal that are 
important, she maintains. This 
takes a special talent which 
Annemarie is fortunate enough 
to possess—and value. 
If there is one kitchen tool 
that she cannot do without, it’s 
the blender, said Annemarie. 
“ I couldn’t cook without it.”

Keep Bedtime Happy 


Is your child getting enough 
sleep?

The biggest problem in get­ 
ting your child to sleep at 
night is a psychological one. 
Enforced bedtime regimens 
represent a negative act to 
many children—a banishment 
from the family circle. 


TO AVOID THE psychologi­ 
cal and even medical conse­ 
quences this feeling of rejec­ 
tion can bring, the Illinois Med­ 
ical Society suggests that par­ 
ents should: 
1. Begin bedtime ritual slow­ 
ly. Gradually reduce the tempo 
of evening activity to indicate 
that fun and games are over.

Perm it 
your 
child 
his 
“bedtime ritual,” whether it’s 
a snack or one last trek around 
the house. 
3. Leave a light on in his 
room if he wishes it. 
4. Be sympathetic t o w a r d 


If 
your child is awakened by a 
bad dream , let him sleep with 
you for the rest of the night. 
5. Make bedtime a happy 
time. Preparing for bed is a lot 
more fun if accompanied by a 
song or story from the par­ 
ents. 
YOUR CHILD’S b e d r o o m 
should be sleep-inducing, too; 
decorated in soft, restful col­ 
ors, well-ventilated and fairly 
cool at night — about 60 de­ 
grees F. Single beds should be 
at least 39 inches wide and 75 
inches long, 
with

medium-firm rn a 11 r e ss and 
warm, light-weight covers. 


In many instances, a child 
feels more secure and restful if 
allowed to take a doll or stuffed 
animal to bed with him. 


With a firm but gentle par­ 
ental hand, most children ad­ 
just to proper sleeping habits. 
If sleep rem ains a problem 
with your child, however, con­ 
sult 
a physician, advises the 
Medical Society. There m ay be 
an underlying medical or psy­ 
chological disturbance that re- 
nnires m edical attention.

A most damaging source of 
air pollution is the cigarette. 
In a poorly ventilated, smoke- 
filled room, concentrations of 
carbon monoxide can easily 
reach several hundred parts 
per million. Exposure for one 
hour to shch a concentration 
of carbon monoxide can cause 
inactivation of some of t h e 
body’s hemoglobin and 
can 
cause dizziness, headache and 
lassitude. 
Other toxic agents present in 
cigarette smoke include nitro­ 
gen dioxide, hydrogen cyanide, 
acrolein, 
aldehydes,

and an important carcinogen— 
benzo-alpha-pyrene.

Make Gravy In Two Ways 


Scientists have found t h a t 
drippings from meat contain 
not only good flavor but valu­ 
able vitamins and other nutri­ 
ents. They should be saved for 
seasoning vegetables or making 
into gravy. 
There are two types of gra­ 
vy. One is the natural, unthick­ 
ened juice from the pan in 
which the steak, roast, chop or 
ham is cooked. Measure, add 
half as much water 
(I 
cup 
drippings requires Vz cup hot 
water), then season with salt, 
pepper and Worceste r s h i r e 
sauce, if desired. Heat to boil­ 
ing and serve at once, as hot 


as possible. 
"THICKENED GRAVY is like 
white or cream sauce, except 
the meat drippings are used 
for the fat. 


Measure drippings from the 
pan, then mix flour (I to 2 
tablespoons for each cup of 
drippings) with cold water un­ 
til smooth, to add to drippings; 
cook until thickened. 


Always serve gravy as hot 
as possible, 
pouring into a 
heated gravy boat so it will re­ 
tain its heat at the table or 
place gravy dish on a candle 
warmer.

Use Plastic 
Bag for 
Marinating 


Don’t let the word “mari­ 
nate” scare you off with visions 
of a large bowl or pan sitting 
around the kitchen or refrig­ 
erator and hours of frequent 
basting. Try marinating in a 
plastic bag. 


First, 
make your favorite 
marinade. Then, drop the meat 
or fowl in a food wrap or jumb 
or fowl in a food wrap or jumbo 
marinade. (If it’s a not mari­ 
nade, wait until it cools.) 


Twist the top of the bag and 
fasten tightly with a tie band, 
and place on a platter. Not 
only will the plastic bag hold 
in the full spicy flavor and 
aroma, but the meat will mari­ 
nate more quickly and evenly 
on all sides, and it requires no 
basting time.

Especially beautiful in gar­ 
den beds are the hybrid varie­ 
ties that have been developed 
over the years by dedicated 
botanists. 


CAMELLIAE F L O R A has 
breathtaking camellia shaped 
flowers that grow to enormous 
size. 
Ruffled Camellia has swirl­ 
ed, frilled, and fluted petals 
that remind you of a huge old­

To keep your begonias at 
their healthiest — and most 
beautiful — bed them where 


they can bask in two or three 
hours 
of early-morning 
and 
I a t e-afternoon indirect sun­ 
light. 
THIS MIGHT be on the north 
side of the house, or under the 
dappled s h a d e of a high- 
branched tree. 
While the “care and feeding” 
of Belgian Begonias is simple, 
the rewards can only be term­ 
ed magnificent. 
With petals 
that range from four to four 
dozen, jewel-like hues and tex­ 
tures that feel like slik or 
velvet, the scene is breathtak­ 
ing.
